K aiser’s Allies Tottering . 
Au stria an d Tu rkey are believ ed

drafted tlie n ote to Prin ce Max imil­ 
ian . 
It is regarded as n ot u n likely t hat 
Au stria an d Tu rkey hav e been per­ 
su aded by Berlin to await the ou t­ 
come of this latest attempt by Ger­ 
man y to achiev e a compromise peace. 
If the G erm an reply to the presi­ 
den t prov es u n satisfactory an d the 
allies decree con tin u ation of the war 
adin in istration officials do n ot dou bt 
that A u stria an d Tu rkey will capitu ­ 
late an d got ou t of the stru ggle on 
the best term s they can obtain in ­ 
div idu ally .

Press Bolsters German Courage. 
Similar an x iety , accordin g to the 
official dispatches, also ex ists in Ger­ 
man y . 
In order 
to 
allay 
pu blic 
alarm the German press say s that 
thou gh th e offer of the cen tral pow­ 
ers is u n fav orably receiv ed in E n g ­ 
lan d an d Fran ce, it does n ot n eces­ 
sarily follow that the u ltim ate a n ­ 
swer of the allies will be u n fav or­ 
able. 
The Vossische Zietu n g e m ph a­ 
sizes that Presiden t Wilson occu pies 
an in depen den t position . 
The dispatches say the imperial 
gov ern men t itself is try in g at the 
last m in u te to deceiv e an d equ iv o­ 
cate as to its real intentions. 
The 
Au strian an d German n otes propos­ 
ed on ly n egotiation s based on Pres­ 
iden t Wilson ’s terms, bu t the official 
Nord Deu tsche Allgemein e eZitu n g 
of Oct. 8 ex pressly states th a t “ the 
German gov ern men t an d the m a jor­ 
ity of the reichstag hav e adopted 
withou t limitation or ex ception the

No Word From B erlin. 
It is deemed probable that th e pres­ 
id en t’s n ote was deliv ered to the Ger­ 
man chan cellor today , bu t n o word 
regardin g 
its receipt has reached 
the admin istration from Berlin . 
It 
shou ld hav e been pu blished in Ger­ 
man n ewspapers today u n less held 
u p by the imperial cen sorship. 
In this con n ection the state depart­ 
men t disclosed today that the pres­ 
ide n t’s speech of Sept. 27 was n ot 
pu blished in German y u n til Oct. 5. 
W hether it then was prin ted in its 
en tirety is n ot kn own , an d this is 
importan t, for the sign ifican ce of the 
presiden t’s in qu iry w hether Prin ce 
Max represen ts merely th e presen t

That the road to peace 
will be

that the presiden t seeks in this n ote 
as in prev iou s utterances to impress

-*» the liberal elem ents of the Tett- 
fto&lq population. 


Both the presiden t and Col. H ouse 
hav e su preme faith th a t It w ill not 
be lon g before the German people 
w ill act u pon the relaization that 
their salv ation depen ds u pon riddin g 
themselv es of their Pru ssian m a s ­ 
ters. 
The possibility of a German 
rev olu tion en din g the w ar is ev er a 
part of the calcu lation of those who 
assist the presiden t in shapin g his 
military diplomacy . 
The len gth of time Prin ce Max will 
take to dispatch a reply to the pres­ 
iden t 
will 
be determin ed, officials 
here believ e, by t the rate of progress 
of the allied troops* particu larly on 
the western fron t. 
If the allied arm ­ 
ies con tin u e to beat back th e Germans 
an d take territory an d prison ers at 
the presen t rate it is not doubted 
that the German chan cellor w ill a n ­ 
swer with con siderable celerity . 
Speculate on F oe’s Answer. 
There is a deal of specu lation in 
official circles on the character of 
t he G erman reply . 
Few believ e the 
an swer will fu lfill the con dition s of 
an armistice an d peace in feren tially 
ou tlin ed in the presiden t’s n ote. 
An 
ev asiv e reply design ed to keep the 
peace discu ssio n goin g is fu lly ex ­ 
pected. 
The most seriou s criticism of the 
n ote is that it wou ld be dan gerou s 
to g ra n t an armistice on a basis of 
w ithdrawal of the en emy from ail 
in v aded territory an d allow the Ger­ 
man armies to retire in tact, with all 
their mu n ition s, tran sports, an d loot. 
Admin istration officials an swer this 
argu m en t 
with 
the assertion 
that 
the presiden t has n ot tied his own 
or allied hau ds. 
He has merely said 
that he cou ld n ot propose to the a l­ 
lies the gran tin g of an armistice so 
lon g u s the Teu ton ic powers occu py 
in v aded soil.
